Applicant's election without traverse of Group II in the reply filed on 8/24/06 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 35-40, 45-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
McGall (US6,596,856). 

McGall et al. discloses an oligonucleotide comprising a detectable label linked at 
the imidazole base through a linker. (Figure 3). The nucleic acid labeling compound is 
incorporated into a nucleic acid. (Col. 3-4). The detectable label can be biotin (col. 1 or 
3 for example). Further, A in the reference structure can be monophosphate; 
diphosphate; triphosphate, (col. 19, lines 8-15). The labeled compound can be used in 
PCR (col 29). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 79-80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McGall (US6,596,856) in view of Stratagene Catalog page 39, 1988. 

McGall et al. discloses an oligonucleotide comprising a detectable label linked at 
the imidazole base through a linker. (Figure 3). The nucleic acid labeling compound is 
incorporated into a nucleic acid. (Col. 3-4). The detectable label can be biotin (col. 1 or 
3 for example). Further, A in the reference structure can be monophosphate; 
diphosphate; triphosphate, (col. 19, lines 8-15). The labeled compound can be used in 
PCR (col 29). 

Stratagene shows gene characterization kits providing a variety of different 
reagents. Each kit provides a variety of different reagents, which have been assembled 
and premixed specifically for a defined set of experiments. 
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It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to utilize kits as 
disclosed by Stratagene. One would have been motivated to perform kits as suggested 
by Stratagene, because it saves money and resources by reducing waste reagents 
since each of these reagents is needed in only microgram amounts when beginning a 
series of experiments, thus reducing the accumulation of unused chemicals. And the 
other service provided in a kit is a quality control. 

Claims 43-44 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
